The Elba City Council heard 


Monday night that over three years 
of efforts in Montgomery have paid 
off. The city now has official ap- 
proval to open the long planned inert 
landfill on city owned property just 
off the Samson Highway. 

The permitting process has al- 
ready cost the City of Elba over 

,000 

Representatives of the  en- 
gineering firm of Carter, Darnell & 
Grubbs reported to the council on 
“what happens next.” 

Engineering cost to open the new 
facility will be $8,000. The en- 

ineering cost for closing the ex- 

isting landfill behind Hickman Mov- 
ing & Storage will be $13,500. 

To open the new facility the city 
must construct a sediment pond and 
dig the first cell. All this must be 


done according to ADEM specifica- 
tions, 

Engineer David Welch was un- 
able to give council members a cost 
estimate on completing the opening. 
He asked the members of the gov- 
ering body just what part they 
planned to complete themselves and 
what would be contracted, 

City Clerk Henry Clark suggested 
they contract the building of the 
pond and clearing and grubbing for 
the garbage cells. Clark said city 
crews could dig the cell while get- 
ting dirt to cover the week’s trash. 

He also recommended the city 
purchase a used chipper to grind all 
limbs, etc. to save room and extend 
the life of the dump. He explained 
that these chips could then be used 
as mulch or as required cover for the 
other inert trash in the dump. 

The engineering firm will pro- 
ceed with engineering and over- 
seeing the opening of the new dump. 
Once the new facility is open, they

Just before the vote Sharpless 
said, “We have no choice, the only 
thing we can do is start building our 
landfill.” 

The council voted unanimously to 
proceed with the new landfill. When 
it is ready, they will begin action to 
close the old one.

may secure funding for the building 
and operation of a new courthouse 
facility or the renovation of the exist- 
ing facility located in Enterprise, Al- 
abama.” 

After a twenty-five minute closed 
door session with the county attor- 
ney, Kenneth Fuller, the commis- 
sioners, with the exception of two, 
signed the Consent Decree. Commis- 
sioners Wendell Black and Robert 
Stephens did not sign the agreement. 

Commissioner Stephens stated 
that while he was in full agreement 
with making the courthouses readily 
accessible to the disabled, he could 
not agree with the option of con- 
structing a new facility. 

“I don’t feel that we should obli- 
gate the tax payers’ to fund a new 
courthouse without their having a 
voice in the matter, ” said Stephens. 

At the time the lawsuit was filed, 
the commission was already in the 
process of bringing the two court- 
houses, Elba and Enterprise, into 
compliance with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act. 

Architects, one of who was dis- 
abled, had inspected both courthous- 
es, and had made recommendations 
as to what renovations had to be 
made in the two facilities. 

The commission has until January 
15, 1996 to submit to the court a 
status of its progress with respect to 
construction of a new facility or ren- 
ovations to the existing courthouse 
facility in Enterprise. 

On or before July 15, 1996, the 
commission has to submit to the 
court its decision on what route it 
will take - construct a new court- 
house or renovation of the present 
facility. 

Plaintiffs in the case have the 
right and option, as stipulated in the 
Consent Decree, to file with the 


court any and all objections to the 
defendants’ report of July 15, 1996. 

It is understood and agreed that 
the Plaintiffs will file their objec- 
tions, if they have any, on or before 
July 31, 1996. 

Turing to other matters, the 
commission approved a joint request 
from the county and state Emergen- 
cy Management Agencies to assist 
Baldwin County in their clean-up ef- 
fort.

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The Senator’s Position

Two things are certain about 
the first legislative session of 
this quadrennium: 1) Governor 
Fob James came out a winner; 
2) There were too many could- 
have-beens because of political 
tactics in procedure in the Sen- 
ate. 

To begin his new term in this 
decade, Governor James had 
quite an ambitious legislative 
plan which at first some said 
was too ambitious. However, the 
Governor got almost all of his 
top priorities passed, Every part 
of the Governor's education 
package passed including bills 
requiring taking a national 
teachers test before a teacher 
candidate can be employed in 
the public schools. Another bill 
now requires all local school 
boards to establish a policy on 
corporal punishment discipline. 
It protects teachers from law- 
suits when they follow that pol- 
icy. Another bill strengthened 
our core curriculum in schools, 
requiring four years of math- 
ematics, science, English, and 
social studies in high school. 
Testing students every other 
year is now required in grades 2- 
12 which compares our students’ 
scores with the national average 
in order to determine which 
schools are doing well or doing 
poorly. A provision was passed 
to allow the state education de- 
partment to temporarily enter a 
local school district to help raise 
its test scores when a school’s 
test scores continue to be se-

Through an innovative plan de- 
veloped by Finance Director 
Jimmy Baker, adequate funds 
were finally given to schools for 
safe and sanitary buildings, and 
full funding was provided for 
school supplies and sufficient 
teacher units for smaller class- 
room sizes. 

Also the Governor's office 
passed an innovative industrial 
incentive plan to bring new jobs 
into Alabama. The state pro- 
vides for economic incentives 
for the purpose of encouraging 
companies to enter Alabama, so 
long as the new companies pro- 
vide a certain minimal amount 
of capital and new jobs to the 
Slate. 

Some say the Governor 
pulled a rabbit out of the hat on 
getting through much needed 
Court Reform. His court reform 
bills passed the Senate the very 
last day of the session. There is 
certainly a grass roots call to re- 
form Our court system, especial- 
ly in light of conduct of some of 
the courts in recent years and 
months. One bill that passed 
adds non lawyers to the Judicial 
Inquiry Commission which re- 
views complaints of alleged mis- 
conduct against judges, Another 
bill requires judges to offer to 
step aside from a lawsuit where 
any of the parties or attorneys 
has made a campaign contribu- 
tion to a trial judge of more than 
$2,000 and $4,000 for an ap- 
peals judge. Also, a constitu- 
tional amendment was voted out 
favorably to allow the public to

An 
additional measure voids judges’ 
decisions ordering the state to 
spend funds, as a response to 
Montgomery Judge Gene 
Reese’s anticipated order to 
raise taxes from the bench, in- 
Stead of going to the legislature. 
Many more liberal Democrats 
on the floor claimed the Govern- 
or’s agenda was supposedly too 
conservative or “too Re- 
ger gh . However, with the 
elp of our Senate Republican 
Caucus and the Governor’s per- 
sonal contact with legislators, 
Fob James has been more suc- 
cessful than any Govemor in 
memory in the first session of 
his term of office. 

Another satisfied person was 
Attorney General Jeff Sessions 
who is working to streamline the 
Attorney General’s office. Ses- 
sions asked the legislature to 
pass a bill which allows him to 
reorganize the Attorney Gener- 
al’s office so as to be more ef- 
ficient. Sessions wanted to clean 
up what he perceived was a 
mess the Attorney General’s of- 
fice was left in when he took of- 
fice in January. Also, the leg- 
islaure allowed for a 
supplemental appropriation to 
his office because Jimmy Evans, 
the former Attorney General, 
had the office $3 million in debt. 
When Sessions took office, he 
was forced to lay off over one 
third of the office but still need- 
ed an additional supplement to 
make ends meet for the rest of 
the fiscal year, and he was suc- 
cessful in getting the assistance 
he requested. 


We also passed a strength- 
ened ethics law which among 
other things gives the Ethics 
Commission more authority to 
do its job. The law also prevents 
former legislators from  be- 
coming lobbyists until two years 
has gone by once their term has 
expired. It also requires detailed 
financial information to be dis- 
closed by any elected public of- 
ficial. More stringent penalties 
are now imposed for those who 
violate the law. 

However, there were too 
many important could-have- 
been bills that should-have- 
been. One proposed bill that I 
strongly s ried, along with 
many other Senators, was a vot- 
er identification bill designed to 
prevent voter fraud. As the re- 
cent Hooper/Homsby Chief Jus- 
tice fight continues over dis- 
puted absentee ballots, more and 
more shocking conduct in our 
election practices have been ex- 

Also many Senators 
wanted to strengthen our Fair 
Campaign Practices Act. The 
Republican Caucus worked very 
hard to get these bills passed, 
however, the Lt. Governor and 
his appointees never allowed the 
Senate to be able to vote on 
them. It is essential that these 
elected to represent us statewide 
or locally are in fact the persons 
the majority of the voters actual- 
ly chose. There is serious work . 
left to do including insuring the 
integrity of our system of de- 
mocracy. A good start would 
certainly be by passing strong 
laws requiring honest elections,

Potato skin - 
is it safe? 


People are more conscious these 
days of making sure their diet con- 
tains enough fiber. People are en- 
couraged to eat fruits and vegetables 
with their peels still on. But some 

ple have questions about whether 
it’s Okay to eat the skin of a potato, 

Potato skins can be good for you, 
and they can be bad for you in some 
Cases. Potato skins contain a natural- 
ly occurring chemical called sola- 
nine that can cause headaches and 
other symptoms if you eat enough of 


The amount of this chemical in- 
creases when a potato is bruised or is 
Subjected to bright light or extremes 
in temperature. Sprouts from the po- 
fato may also contain high levels of 
solanine, 

_ All this doesn’t mean you have to 
ive up cating the skin of your baked 
potato, Just follow these guidelines 
and you'll be able to eat all of your 
potato, 

Buy unbruised potatoes and store 

them in a cool, dark area, Use them 
within two to three weeks, 
__ Remove any visible spots, blem- 
ishes or sprouts. Use a vegetable 
brush to scrub your potatoes thor- 
oughly to remove any dirt that may 
be clinging to the skin, If the pola- 
toes look green, peel them, Throw 
away any heavily sprouted potato or 
one that feels soft or mushy. 

_ If, after cooking, a potato tastes 
bitter, don't eat it. A bitter taste can 
indicate higher levels of solanine in

Country women are a very im- 
portant part of the agricultural seg- 
ment of Coffee County. Every farm 
wife to some degree or another is in- 
volved in the farming operation. 
Many are involved in the bookkeep- 
ing and some are involved in the 
management and labor to different 
degrees. These women, the back- 
bone of the farm, are often not rec- 
ognized. The first of these many 
women that I would like to recog- 
nize is Mrs, Letty McCall, 

Mrs, Letty McCall has always 
enjoyed country life. To some she 
was always know as a “tom boy”, 
She would always rather chop 
wood, feed the hogs, and milk the 
cows than do the dishes. She slipped 
off and plowed her first peanuts at 
age 14, She married Rex McCall in 
1960, He was in the helicopter 
spraying business, and in 1979 he 
went into full time farming, In 1985 
Rex went to work at Ft, Rucker. 
Good farm help is hard to find, Let- 
ty worked at the newspaper office in 
Enterprise for 25 years. She took a 
three month break to help on the 
farm, She enjoyed staying at home 
and working on the farm and found 
going back to the office impossible. 

Heber and Mattie Clark, her par- 
ents, had four daughters and always 
wanted a son.

Heber 
farmed all of his life, successfully 
and proudly bringing in 42 peanut 
crops. 

Rex McCall had such fond mem- 
ories of growing up and farming 
with a mule that he recently pur-

There are many reasons why peo- 
ple like Heber, Rex, Letty and oth- 
ers enjoy farming. Rex said, “Being 
outside is one of the best reasons. 
You have stress on any job, but be- 
ing outside for some people helps 
alleviate some stress.” 

Letty stated, “I farm for the sheer 
enjoyment of seeing things grow. 
You stay in better health. You get 
good exercise hauling hay, wrestling 
with morning glory and beggar 
weed, delivering calves, building 
fence, and chasing cows that get 
out.

CODE OF CONDUCT 


The following is a list of alternative methods for disciplinary 
action which may be administered by the school principal or his/ 
her designee to students enrolled in the Elba City Schools:

A student may be denied the privilege of riding a school bus 
because of misconduct on the bus for a reasonable and specified 
period of time, The parents/guardians will be notified in writing 
of the student's school bus suspension,

The use of corporal punishment should follow the use of other 
corrective measures which have failed to improve student be- 
havior. Prior to the administration of corporal punishment, the 
student shall be given an opportunity to explain his/her actions, 
When corporal punishment is required, it shall be administered 
with care, tact, and caution by the principal or teacher according 
to board policy, A second member of the professional staff shall 
be present to serve as witness and shall be informed of the rea- 
sons for the punishment prior to it being administered. Corporal 
punishment shall not be administered in the visual presence of 
other students, 

All cases of corporal punishment shall be documented by the 
person administering the punishment. Included in this doc- 
umentation should be written explanation of the reasons for the 
corporal punishment and the name of the witness. 

Corporal punishment shall not be administered in the presence 
of visitors. No teacher is allowed to administer corporal pun- 
ishment for another teacher,

A student may be placed on out-of-school suspension by the 
principal. This disciplinary measure is the removal of a student 
from school for violation of school policies, rules or regulations, 
or for otherwise causing interference with or disruption of the or- 
derly operation of the school, Situations which might dictate out- 
of-school suspension include: 1) procedure for expulsion of stu- 
dent being exercised, 2) presence of student poses an immediate 
and continuing threat to him/herself, others, and/or school prop- 
erty, 3) violation of school regulations. Procedures for out-of- 
school suspension will be enacted in accordance with Board pol- 


icy. 


D. IN-SCH 

The Elba City Schools In-School Suspension Program consists 
of a supervised detention area during the school day. This pro- 
gram provides for an alternative school setting away from and 
separate from the regular classroom and student body. Students 
may be assigned to this program on either a short term (3 days) or 
long term (5 days) basis. Students assigned to ISS will not be al- 
lowed to associate with the student body during the period of 
lime they are assigned to this program nor participate in sports, 
cheerleading, band or any other school activity, nor are they to go 
on school related trips or outings. Bathroom breaks and lunch 
breaks will be scheduled at a time that does not conflict with oth- 
er breaks or lunch periods, Students will be under the constant su- 
pervision of the ISS supervisor. 

Students will be required to complete all assignments from the 
regular classroom teachers during the time they are confined to 
the ISS program, The assignments, reports, tests, etc., will be 
graded by the regular classroom teacher. 

Students will not be allowed to talk, confer, walk around, at- 
tend assemblies, sleep, use the phone, or leave class while as- 
signed to the ISS room. While a student is assigned to ISS he/she 


may not drive on campus. 
The length of time assigned to the ISS may be extended for 
any student that fails to abide by or adhere to established ISS 


rules, ‘ 
All students assigned to the ISS program will be assigned by 


the principal or assistant principal for reasons as stated in the 
Code of Conduct Guidelines given below:

Violations of the Code are divided into three classes: Class I - 
Minor, Class II - Major, and Class III - Terminal. Each classifica- 
tion is followed by a disciplinary procedure to be followed by the 
principal or his designee, ae) 

In the following classes of violations and disciplinary pro- 
cedures, it is understood that the student will be provided with 
due process before any disciplinary action is taken, 


CLASS I - MINOR OFFENSE 


1,01 Distraction of other students - any behavior that alters the 
teaching process of the classroom or educational activity, 


1.02 Quarreling, minor harassment, 
1,03 Use of profane or obscene language. 


1,04 Non-conformity to dress code - any dress that is disruptive 
to the educational setting or is a hazard to the health or 


safety of the student, 
1,05 Minor misbehavior on a school bus, 
1.06 Inappropriate public display of affection, 


1.07 Gum chewing, 

1.08 Eating or drinking in unauthorized areas, 

10.9 Locker abuse, incidental defacement, littering of school 
property. 

1,10 Possession of radios, tape players, cards, electronic games, 
etc, without written administrative approval, 

1,11 Sitting in parked vehicle after arriving at school or re- 
turning to vehicle during the school day without per- 
mission, 

1.12 ‘Tardies - Procedures will be followed as outlined under 
“Tardies.” 

1.13 Minor physical conflicts - (ex: pushing, shoving) which 
stops when directed to do so, (It should be understood that 
the principal or his designee shall investigate all fights and 
make appropriate decisions conceming the roles of each 
participant). 

1.14 Disrespectful behavior - or failure to follow specific in- 
structions or school policies, disobedience. 


1,15 Any other violation which in the discretion of the principal 
may deem reasonable to fall within this category after con- 
sideration or extenuating circumstances, 


First Offense; In-school conference, disciplinary action by teach- 
er and parental contact when warranted, 


Second Offense: Parental contact when warranted and dis- 
ciplinary action by the teacher, 

Subsequent Offenses: Corporal punishment, refer to Ad- 
ministrative Office, In-School Suspension.

that machine at the present time that 
we had to pull off and put on tape,” 
said Mobley. ‘This has been done so 
that we cancontinue to function on a 
day-to-day basis. 

“If somebody needs any of that 
old data, we have to stop and take 
something else off and reload that 
data in order to operate.”

City of Elba receives $304,300.00 
sewer improvement grant from CDBG

Alabama Governor Fob James an- 
nounced last week that Elba was on 
the receiving end of a large grant. 
The $304,300 sewer improvement 
grant, funded by the Community De- 
velopment Block Grant program, is 
based on a competitive basis. The 
application is scored on a number of 
items including needs of the com- 
munity and number of people direct- 
ly benefitting from the improve- 
ments, 

James’ letter announcing the 
grant ended with, “I commend you 
on your efforts to improve the qual- 
ity of life for your citizens.” 

City Clerk Henry Clark said the 
grant application listed the exact 
work which would be done with the 
grant. All areas fit pre-approved 
guidelines, 

The grant application had been 


commissioned by the Elba city coun- 
cil. Helping with the application 
were Fredrick Hamilton of the SE 
Ala Planning Commission and en- 
gineer Bobby Lee of Peters Mitchell 
Engincering. 

Included is extended sewer ser- 
vice to the rest of the residents on 
Cedar Lane Drive (2/3 are already on 
cily sewage; and to residents on Gib- 
son Street. Residents on the west 
side of Reese Street (Kinston High- 
way) in the Clark Subdivision area 
will get sewer service and some long 
awaited lift station improvement 
work, 

Reese Street residents continually 
complain of lift station overflows 
and the obnoxious smells which ac- 
company the problem. 

Clark said it is his goal to com- 
plete the work by the first of the 
ycar. He added it must be completed 
by February for Elba to qualify for 
additional grant funds next year. 


Resignation, leave of absence & hiring 
are sole business of Elba BOE meeting

The Elba City School Board met 
last Thursday with resignations, a 
leave of absence and hiring re- 
placements the sole business of the 
day. There was one resignation, one 
leave of absence request and five 
recommendations for hiring of class- 
room personnel. 

The resignation of agribusiness 
teacher Brian Heaton was accepted, 
Superintendent Charles Pearce re- 
ported Heaton was returning to his 


home county in North Alabama. 

Board chairman Daniel Stephens 
said, “He must have been doing a 
heck of a good job, judging by the 
phone calls I got from people upset 
over his leaving.” Pearce was author- 
ized to write Heaton a letter on be- 
half of the board thanking him for 
his work and dedication, 

Mrs. Nadine Scarborough re- 
quested a one year ieave of absence 
to work on an Alabama Department 
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13% over the same period a year 
ago. That was the largest factor in 
the almost 11% year-to-date increase 
in the profits from the electrical sys- 
tem before the intense heat of July 
and August. 

The increase in the water rates 
last fall have gotten the water de- 
partment almost back to a break- 
even point. The July operating state- 
ment shows the water department 
losing only $344 for the month and 
less than $50,000 for the entire year 
if depreciation of lines and equip- 
ment is discounted. 

Electric meter readings indicate 
only 2.95% of the power purchased 
was lost through line leakage, etc. 

Water meter readings indicate a 
4.64% loss of water pumped for the 
previous month, 

Monthly bills totaled $24,499.66 
and were approved for payment. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood addressed 
the board with concerns over a prop- 
erty owner having electric meters in- 
stalled in his name rather than the 
renter. He said the avoiding of pay- 
ing the normal deposit was unfair to 
other property owners renting hous- 
ing. Board members questioned the 
fact the property owner was now re- 
sponsible for the utility bill and 
wasn’t that better for the utility de- 
partment. 

No decision was made and Chair- 
man Gladys Yelverton volunteered 
to investigate and report back to the 
board with a recommendation. 

Water Supervisor Dennis Cole- 
man reported working 81 work or- 
ders (a record high). He said they re- 
paired 36 water leaks and made 30 
new connects (mostly on the new 
county line on Highway 125). 

Coleman attributed the many wa- 
ter leaks to dry weather causing the 
ground to crack and shift, adding 
pressure to old water lines. 

The board approved Coleman’s 
request to do the engineering to con- 
nect a “loop” from the Highway 84 
tank to Forest Lake Drive. This is to 


increase water pressure in the area of said 


increased home construction. 

City Clerk Henry Clark reported 
that two employees, Jeff Puckett and 
Larry Eddins, took a bucket truck 
and helped repair storm damage in 
Clark and Washington Counties of 
Southwest Alabama. 

The board members expressed 
their appreciation of past help when 
Elba had problems, and opted not to 
bill the co-ops involved for the 
work, 


Mallory recognized for 43 years of service

In presenting Mr. Mallory with a 
plaque, which read: “Southeast Ala- 
bama Soil and Water Conservation 
District Supervisor Certificate of 
Achievement in recognition of 43 
years of dedicated service to the Soil 
and Water Conservation District’, 
Steve Musser, District Conservation- 
ist, said, “You have been a great ex- 
ample of what a district supervisor is 
suppose to be,” 

“He didn’t do it (being a district 
supervisor) for what he got out of 
it,” said Musser, “Monetarily, he 
was lucky if he got mileage. He was 
volunteering before volunteering 
was cool!” 

Mallory says the pay or reward 
comes when he rides over the county 
and sees good conservation practices 
continuing, which he was instrumen- 
tal in starting, 

Mallory has served as a soil and 
water conservation district supervis- 
or since 1953. He retired this year af- 
ter 43 years of service, 

The first Soil and Water Conser- 
vation District for this area was 
formed on April 30, 1940, and was 
called the Wiregrass Conservation 
District, 

This was a multi-county district 
with one representative from each 
county forming a governing board, 

In 1953, Mr, Mallory became 
Coffee County's representative re- 
placing D, H. James of Enterprise, 

In 1959, each of the counties in 
the Wiregrass District decided that 
they needed to break apart and have 
single county districts, 

n May 1, 1959, the Coffee

County Soil and Water Conservation 
District was formed, with Mallory 
continuing to serve as a board mem- 
ber until his retirement this year, 

Mallory is a good example of 
why conservation districts were 
formed, With the creation of the fed- 
eral agency, the Soil Conservation 
Service (SCS), in 1935, a local tie to 
the community was needed, 

The local conservation district 
was designed to work with the agen- 
cy 10 be sure it was doing what was 
needed in that county, 

Conservation district supervisors 
were individuals in the community 
in whom the people could place their 
ust, 

As the SCS came up with better 
methods of conserving soil, or sug- 


gested the use of new technology, 
such as underground outlets in ter- 
races, district supervisors would be 
the first to adopt them and uy them, 

They became salesmen of conser- 
vation by practical application on 
their farms, Selling farmers on new 
ideas was much easier with board 
members implementing them, 

One need only look at Mallory's 
farm to see the proof of what good 
soil and water conservation practices 
can accomplish, He utilizes conser- 
vation practices such as cover crops, 
contour farming, residue manage- 
ment, and ponds for livestock water

Dog owner's responsibility

In the City of Elba, stray dogs, 
when caught, are taken to the city’s 
impound yard. It is then the respon- 
sibility of the animal’s owner to 
check with authorities to see if his or 
her pet has been captured. 

After checking with city officials, 
it is not stipulated in the animal con- 
trol ordinance that the owner be noti- 
fied, even if the dog or dogs are 
wearing collars with phone numbers 
on them, It is also not city hall’s pol- 
icy to do so. 

Recently, some hunting dogs “es- 
caped” from their pen and were ulti- 
mately picked up by the city's ani- 
mal control officer (dog catcher). 
The dogs had collars on identifying 
their owner and listing his phone 
number, 

The owner was upset when he 
found out his dogs were in the city 
pound and that he had not been 
called,

thorities that he was willing to pay
